XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist) 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1980. 


July.—During the earlier half of the month it was marked by persistent rains, and, as these were 
continuous upon an over-average June rainfall, floods occurred in the Avon-Swan Valley and other 
rivers to the Southward. 


The rain disturbances were mainly of the Southern type, and of the few that were‘ of tropical 
origin, only the first, which occurred on the first of the month, was productive of useful rains in the 
North-West. 


After the middle of the month a fine period, with bright, sunny days and cold, frosty nights, inter- 
vened. The frosts checked the weeds and the over-rapid growth of wheat, but they were not severe 
enough to do any harm. Towards the end of the month another light, but general rain occurred, 
giving the desired stimulus after the dry spell. 


Taking the month as a whole, over-average totals were noted on and near the South Coast, ex- 
tending through the Great Southern districts, but over the Eastern and North-Eastern wheat belt the 


totals did not greatly exceed normal, and here and there in the North Midland areas there were small 
deficiencies. 


In Perth the rainfall for the month totalled 10-17 inches. This had been exceeded several times 
in July, notably in 1926, when the record July total of 12-28 inches was recorded. 


August.—The month was chiefly noteworthy for the pastoral rains that swept through the country 
at the beginning of the month. Heavy rains with strong South-Easterly winds had been reported from 
the Cocos Island group some days before, and it was a matter of conjecture whether these would reach 
our Coasts as a depression on the Leeuwin or come direct on to our North-West and West Coasts. 


On the 2nd rain commenced in the North-West and quickly embraced the whole State south from 
the Kimberley. The results were disappointing in the Agricultural districts, but throughout the pas- 
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toral country, including the North-West, Gascoyne, Murchison and Goldfields, the falls, which ranged 
from half to over two inches, must have done an immense amount of good. Goldfields areas also re- 
ceived some good gaugings on the 18th and 19th, while the Agricultural districts noted satisfactory 
falls on the 9th, 16th, 18th, 23rd and 27th. 


At the end of the month a general excess was shown throughout the pastoral areas and also at 
some of the Eastern and Central Agricultural districts. In the Northern and Southern divisions the 
totals were below the average, ranging from a few points to over an inch and a half. In view, however, 
of the heavy rains during the previous two months this was really a blessing as it allowed the water- 
logged portions to dry, while the sunny days and frosts were of immense benefit to the crops, which, at 
the end of the month, were showing great promise. 


No very severe weather was experienced in Perth during the month, and the only occasion during 
which the wind approached gale force was on the 27th, when a velocity of 35 miles per hour was at- 
tained. In Southern areas rougher conditions were met with and between the 5th and 13th heavy 
North-West to West gales greatly hampered shipping in the Bight. 


Sepiember.—After a good agricultural rain at the end of the opening week of September, the dis- 
turbances showed a pronounced weakening so far as rainfall was concerned, although they occurred 
at frequent intervals until the 21st and were accompanied by heavy Coastal weather. Another system 
on the closing day was partially of summer type, and was accompanied by patchy rains in the wheat 
belt. Averages were exceeded on the South-West Coast and Darling ranges, as well as at some of the 
Southern agricultural stations, but defects were the rule over Northern and Eastern wheat areas, while’ 
only trivial showers reached the Gascoyne and Goldfields, and the month was dry in the Tropics. 


Taking the satisfactory nature of the winter’s rain into consideration, the month’s falls were ade- 


quate, while absence of frost and a steady increase in temperatures combined to make good growing 
weather. 


The heaviest weather occurred at the middle of the month, and was unusually severe in the Bight, 
where shipping was delayed and badly buffeted. Very violent gusts, ranging up to 584 miles per hour, 
were experienced in Perth on the 16th, while the 8th was also productive of gusts of 50 to 55 miles.
